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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a Final Office action in response to communications received on 
10/15/2008. Claims 24, 31, 32, 34, 38, 39, 45, 46, and 50 have been amended. Claims 
50-69 have been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 24, 31-33, 37, 38, 40, 42, 46, 50, 54-57, 59, 60-65, and 67-69 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Morris et al. 6,321,123. 

3. Morris discloses an elongate body 10, a forming element 42, a cardiac pacing 
electrode 22 wherein the electrode Is fully capable of remaining with the elongate body 
after the elongate body is manipulated, the elongate body is in the coronary sinus, and 
the portion of the forming element is removed from the coronary sinus (col. 3, II. 37- 66). 
Morris also discloses an anchor 16 for keeping the elongate body in position within the 
vessel. The elongate body as well as the cardiac pacing electrode are able to be 
manipulated by the forming body from a first to a second shape. The location of 
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implantation of the device in the claims is seen as functional language by the Examiner 
and holds no patentable weight in the absence of differentiating structure. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 44, 45, and 51 -53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Morris et al. 6,321 ,123. 

6. Morris discloses the invention as claimed and as discussed above. However, 
Morris does not positively disclose the claimed ranges in Claims 44 and 45 for the 
length and cross-section respectively. It has been held "the normal desire of scientists 
or artisans to improve upon what is already generally known provides the motivation to 
determine where in a disclosed set of percentage ranges is the optimum combination of 
percentages. " In re Peterson, See MPEP 2144.05, Part II, Section A. 

7. Claims 34-36, 58, and 66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Morris et al. '123 in view of Li et al. (5,879,295). 

8. Morris discloses the invention as claimed and as discussed above. However, 
Morris, while implied, Morris does not positively disclose a movable lock. 

Li discloses a movable lock (col. 4, II. 58-66). 
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It would have been obvious to one or ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the device of Morris in order to lock an electrode-catheter in position 
as taught by Li such that the apparatus remains in the desired position and the surgeon 
can then proceed to place the device there. 

9. Claims 51-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Morris et al. 6,321,123 in view of Thompson et al. 6,048,329. 

10. Morris discloses the invention as claimed and as discussed above. However, 
Morris does not positively disclose a formable element made of a NiTi alloy. 

Morris discloses a NITINOL® forming element (col. 6, II. 1-18). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the device of Morris and use the material disclosed in Thompson in 
order to create a flexible support structure as disclosed by Thompson since it has been 
held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to selects a known material on 
the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re 
Leshin, 125 USPQ416.
